A WASHINGTON despatch says: “ Ever since Capt. 
W.T. Sampson bas been commandant at the An- 
papolis Naval Academy he has followed a practice 
which bas prevailed at the Naval Academy and the 
different Navy-yards as fur baca as the oldest offi- 
cers can remember, of employing a cook at per 
month, and a steward at $45 per month, who were 
enlisted in the Navy as special service men. It has 
been the custom to enlist, nominally as a cook, a 
boy to help about the house and divide the $40 with 
a woman cook. in the same way the stewards pa 
is divided by another boy with another servan 
u:ually the chambermaid, and thus the officer gets 
four servants out of the allowance for two, and 
the servants still get fair wages for their work. 
Capt. Sampson’s nemiual cook and steward filed 
affidavits with the Secretary of the Navy accusing 
the captain of wrongfully retaining part of their 
pay. itis not alleged that Capt. Sampson diverted 
any of the money so reta‘ned to his own use other 
than in the employment of additional servants, but 
it is said at the department that his actioa is a teoh- 
nical falsification of the muster, as these servants 
each month signed receipts for the total amount of 
their pay, while they in reality did not receive all 
of it, but inasmuch as he followed a custom which 
has been openly and notoriously practiced at every 
Navy-yard in the country and at the Academy for 
at least forty years, it is doubiful whether an 
action will be taken, unless the Secretary shoul 
issue a general order forbidding the practice in the 
future.”’ Represencative Mudd, of Maryland, iuti- 
mates that if no action 1s taken by the Secretary he 
will introduce a resolution in the House calling for 
information in the case.

NAVAL Of FICERS’ PAY. 


Tue Court of Claims has given judgment for $796.88 | 
favor ot Commander James G. Green, woo was cipvere 
out of bis service pay by Treasury accounting. The act of 
March 3, 1883, allows naval officers to calculate their lon- 
gevity upon the basis of the lowest grade bavioy graduated 
pay beid by euch officers since last entering the Service, 
Ap accounting officer held that the provision was negatived 
by the opeuipg sentence of the third section of the act of 
July 15, 1870, the statute which first attached graduated pay 
to both of these positions, It is in these words: 

“From and after the 30th day of June, 1870, the annual 
pay of the officers of the Navy on the active list shall be as 
tullows.” (16 Stat., 330.) 

Tne court, Nott,J ,says: “No better illustration can be 
found of the tireless vigilance and minute scrutiny which 
watch over the innumerabie claims an demands that beset 
tne Treasury than this application of these two lines to this 
officer's claim for bis statutory compensation, But while 
tbe court does appreciate and commend the vigilance and 
the scrutiny which thus watch over the interests of the 
Government, in at least one of its Executive Seperemente, 
it cannot hold that a provision which made the new ty) 
ali naval officers begin to run from a na A 
whether antecedent or prospective,can modify the o 
language of the act of 1883, That act declares that an offi- 
cer’s uruduated pay shall be computed according to * tne 
lowest grade having graduated pay held’ by him; and the 
Supreme Court bas ided that this means baving gradu- 
ated pay attached to tbe office at the time the officer beld it, 
and not ‘after he had ceased to boldit.’ (Rockweil's Case. 
120 U. 8. R., 60.) Whether the graduated pay was attached 
to the office of lieutenant in the Navy by immediate legis- 
lation or by pros ve iegiclation or by retroactive legis- 
lation is immaterial if it was not atiached until after ee 
otficer bad ceased to be a lieutenant; and conversely if the 
office of lieutenant commander was the lowest grade held 
by the officer which bad graduated pay attached Co it at the 
time whea he beid it, it is the grade referred to in the act of 
1883 upon which his graduated pay must be computed. The 
jucgment of the court is that the claimant recover of the 
detendant the sum of $796.03."

The Los Angeles Herald says: “ About a month 
ago sem! official information was received that with 
the retirement of Gen. Grierson, on July 8, changes 
would be made that would result in the dismember- 
ment of the Department of Arizona. There are em- 
ployedin the Army Headquarters about 50 men, all 
drawing and expending liberal salaries in An- 
geles. Besides this, the quartermaster’s and com- 
missary’s supplies for 18 posts in New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and California are coutracted from here, and 
in the neighborhood of $150,000 a month is disbursed. 
Thus it will be seen that the removal of the head- 
quarters would work great injury to the section. 
All possible efforts will be put forth by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and other public bodies to pre- 
vent this change.”’ 

Complaints of Indian outrages near Rucker can- 
yon having been received, Gen. Miles bas ordered 
the troops at Lowell, Boone, Huachuca, Grant and 
Bayard to be on the alert, anda Mr. Hardie having 
been killed by Indians near Tombstone he has is- 
sued orders to pursue the Indians and to use the 
same tactics as were used in the pursuit of Geronimo. 

A Chicago despatch quotes an Arizonian as say- 
ing: “The entire western part of Arizona is up in 
arms over the announcement that Fort Mojave is to 
be abandoned. When the soldiers shall bhuve been 
removed from this post the settlers will be at the 
mercy of over 2,000 savages of the Mojave, Hualapai 
and Piute tribes. An Indian school will be estab- 
lished on the site of the old fort. If the fort is aban- 
doned July 1, as proposed, there is no telling what 
will bappen.

VIA SMITHVILLE, Meape County, 8S. DAKoTA,

ApourT eight miles below the junction of the south 
fork of the Cheyenne, which kisses the feet of, the 
Black Hills at the south and west and of the north 
fork on *“ Belle Fourche,” is established our camp of 
three troops of the sth Cavalry and two companies 
of the 3d infantry, Capt. Hennisee, 8th Cav., com- 
manding. We came out from Fort Meade, 8. D,, 
three weeks ago, at the solicitation of the 
Agent at Fort Bennett, to produce a moral effect, 
and if need be inflict a wholesome chastizement 
upon our aboriginal brother, one Big Foot, or 
Spotted Elk, a chief of a band of non-signers, who 
has established his camp near by, and has announced 
his intention of remaining where he is. ’ 

That is all right s6 fur as it goes, but there is 
threatened trouble to the white settlers, who are as 
one to 500 at this particular locality, and it is for 
their protection that the reviled Army is brought 
into requisition. That is all right, too—it is our 
business; only, wheo, after six months under canvas, 
with an eternal communing with “nature's Vast 
solitudes,”’ with few comforts and no luxuries, we 
do get back to the shelter of our modest homes, fa 
heaven’s name let the everlasting of “Down 
with the Army” be satilled, till decent respect for 
memory gives plausible excuse to the plea of forget- 
fulness.

dian’s mind. dark and sombre as it may be, is so 
skilfully veiled beneath the calm exterior of char- 
acteristic pon committal that storm is liable to suc- 
ceed sunshine as rapidly asit doesin vature upon 
an April day. 

Last Saturday, a week ago, some 42 wagons rolled 
in, and scores of young men on ponies besides, to 
treat us to a ‘Grass Dance.” There must have been 
some 400 all told, ages and sexes together, and there 
were some splendid looking fellows too, straight, 
willowy, keen-eyed, active, graceful, and here and 
there a girl, upon whom custom and heritage bad 
not placed the mark of labor, and on whom Al- 
mighty God hed set the seal of proximate divinity. 

The * Grass Dance” is much like other dances in 
which these people indulge in invocation of aid: in 
exbibition of joy or emphasis of sorrow—in recital 
of collective prowess or individual beroism or per- 
petuation of tradition. Ornamentation is pre-emin- 
ent above allother features of the Indians’ “ get 
up.” Vesture sinks to the level of effeminate con- 
cession to bodily requirement. . 

Arrived upon the scene the women unbitched the 
horses and led them to tether while the braves pro- 
ceeded with scant effort at concealment to beautify 
that divinist work of God as represented in their 
own particular persons. Any child in bis first lesson 
of art could paint the garment of a warrior arrayed 
fora’ Grass Dance'’—consisting as it did of one 
solid color relieved by feathers of diversified hue, 
bells and spangles, and, through a subtle establish- 
ment of relation between ration and habiliment,a 
scant yard of cloth toeach saltatory participant. As 
they sprang into the arepa under the exhilarating 
influence of the tom-tom’s dreary monotone their 
appearance was picturesque iu the extreme. Half a 
dozen of the older men sat in the centre of the ring 
which was formed by the wagons pla pole to 
batk and beat their tom-tom, while a fringe of girls 
in close proximity sat upon the ground and gave a 
eborus to the weird, wild utterances of the dancers. 
Now and then a low plaintive wail from an old bag 
somew bere in the wagon circle floated out upon the 
air in pathetic intonation of a reawakened sorrow or 
recalled bereavement and the echoing voices of the 
bluffs, the musical murmur of the river, the tom- 
tom’s monotone, the dancers’ chant blended 1n weird 
impression of barbaric rite. 

The dance itself is a processional affair, round and 
round the central figures of the scene. Four abreast 
they move, taking two short hops on each foot, tbe 
body swaying to and fro, now erect, now bent al- 
most double; the music, low and lagging at first, 
gradually rising to a climax of sound and measure, 
till finally a few short sharp raps signal the end, 
when the ranks divide and under shelter of the 
wagons the dancers recruit strength and energy for 
anotber phase of the arenic epic. Fifteen minutes 
anpibilates all novelty in the ‘Grass Dance” and 
yet these lusty fellows keep up the show for bours 
—seemingly unwilling to quit except in obedience 
to the decree of night or the allurement of lunch. 
During the performance the dusky maidens wand- 
ered about displaying their finery or in innocent 
coquetry with the soldiers—though lack of under- 
standing of each other’s tongue kept advance and 
response within contracted limits. 

Following the dance was a cvilation, hardly such 
as would appeal to the pampered taste of refine- 
ment, but quite gratifying to the dwellers in tents, 
to which they one and all addressed themselves 
with scant ceremony of ‘' grace” or salutation. 

But the crowning feature of the day was a foot 
race, upon a bluff some 600 yards bebind our camp 
and some 150 feet high. Lieut. Byron, who, by ac- 
clamation, bad been proclaimed master of cere- 
monies, placed upon the edge of the bluff at inter- 
vals of ten feet a lot of edibles, such as rarely fall to 
the lot of these strange people, supplemented with 
the Indian’s prime uecessity, tobacco. Six young 
men in as scant apparel as even the miecroscopic 
mind could invent, started at the drop of a hat. 
Swift, noiseless, straight, like feathered arrows from 
a bow they shot into the perspective of the stretch 
to the foet of the bluff and sprang to the encounter 
with tbe steep incline, struggling for promifience 
and supremacy; each racer of a different hue, now 
yellow forges abead, now blue leads in the contest 
of endurance, now red makes a dash and mutely 
appeals to the yellow figure in the ambitious pro- 
cession, who presently leaps upon the crest, touches 
each article in turn, and seizing the tobacco as 
bis own coveted reward, tosses the cans to his strag- 
gling brothers and throws bimeelf head first over 
the brow of the cliff, and with a gleam of triumph 
in his eye lies utterly exbausted, a tameo upon the 
Gark back ground of yielding soil. co ended the 
day, as the shadows lengthened upon the plain and 
the meadow larks sought their grassy beds, and the 
coyote (sungmanitu) roused bim from bis lair, and 
Venus, goddess of the night, smiled upon the bod- 
ing stillness. The lpodian 1s not such a bad fellow 
afterall, but the present dweller upon the plains lives 
in the traditional shadow of the white man’s want 
of faith, and scriptural injunction carries no lesson 
1o bis untutored mind. His are the laws of instinct, 
“an eye for an eye, a tooth for atootb.” Pity, that 
the softening influences of civilization fail in the 
union of example with precept, or tbat the white 
man's greed is not tempered to the redskin’s neces- 
sity.

KLIETY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


THE Senate Committee on Naval Affairs present 
as their report on 8. 200, providing for the estab- 
lisbment of a navy yard and dry dock on the Gov- 
ernment reservation vear Algiers, La., a recommen- 
dation in favor of this project contained in the re- 
port of a commission appointed by Secretary Whit- 
ney to inquire into the subject. Mr. Whitney, by 
the way, never was “Secretary of War’’ as he is 
presented in this report. The Cummission say : 

* After carefully weighing allthe advantages of 
Algiers as a site for a naval! station, the Commission 
is of the opinion that while the spot is not an ideal 
one, no other place in the Gulf compares with it in 
the advantages offered, and that the advantages 
are 80 many aod so great, and outweigh the disad- 
vantages to such an extent, that the Commission 
bas no hesitation in recommending the lovation of 
a pavy vard and dry dock at the present Govern- 
ment reservation ¢.¢ Algiers, La.” 

The Senate Committee on Judiciary has reported 
favorably, with amendments, H. R. 64, limiting the 
time within which suits may be brought by the 
Government against disbursing officers and tbeir 
bondsmen. The limit placed by the House was ax 
years. The Senate mcreased the limit to ten years 
for principal obligors, and allowed the period for 
sureties to remain at six years. 

The Senate receded from its amendment reduc- 
ing the mileage allowance to 3 cents, thus leaving 
tbe mileage law as it stood under lest year’s bill. 

The provision added by the Senate prohibiting 
the use of any fuuds for the apprehension of desert- 
ers who deserted prior to 1885, as tiually adopted, 
fixed the limit to the Ist January, 1884. 

The Senate receded from its awendment increas- 
ing the appropriation for new buildings at Fort 
Myer, thus leaving the amount for this purpose 
at $32,600. 

At tue urgent request of the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Senate Nuval Comwmittee has reported a 
billiocreasing the pay of toe Chief Clerk of the 
Bureau of Provisions und Clotbing to $2,500 per an- 
num. This was the ooly business transacted by the 
Committee during the week. 

Senator Manderson is still confined to his home on 
account of iliness, in consequence of which the 
Seven Regiment Artillery bill is still pending 10 the 
Senate Military Committee. 

A bill for the relief of certain officers on the re- 
tired list bas been favorably reported from the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs by Chairman 
Hawley. lt affects only a few officers, prominent 
among them being Major Lewis Merrill and Ist Lts, 
Kingsbury and Ellis, cach being at tne respective 
dates of retirement the senior officer in rank of his 
grade. Under the law of July 3, 1861, the reporc 
states, these officers were entitiea to be promoted to 
the next grade above to fill vacancies then existing, 
and the object of tbe biil is to authorize the Presid- 
= to give them their proper rank und status in the 

rmy. 

Go wotion of Mr. Call, of Florida, the Senate bas 
upapimously adopted this resolution : 

Be it resolved by the Senate, That the President be, and he 
is hereby, requested to communicate to the Senate sucb in- 
formation as may be in the possession of the executive de- 
partment relating to the alleged larding of an armed force 
irom the U iced States revenue cutter McLane at Cedur 
Keys, Fla., and the alleged entry of the homes ot citizens by 
torce, and their alleged pursuit of citizens of the United 
States iu the surrounaiog couutry, eed tre authority under 
which tbe communding officer of the cutter acted in any 
such matter. 

The House Committee on Claims has made a fav- 
erable report on the bill which recently passed the 
Senate to relieve Majur G. C. Goodloe, Paymaster, 
M. C., Who was robbed several months sgo by his 
clerk. 

A compromise wars made on the provision for 
eleven clerks for the Inspector General's office, by 
which an expert accountant at $2,500 per annum 
was allowed instead. The House aiiowed the Sen- 
ate amendment for additiovual pay of $00 per an- 


num tothe offic-r in command of the military 
risop. 

PiTpe controversy over the canteen question as 
finally adjusted prohibits the sale of alcobohe lig- 
uors, beer or Wine in canteeus or post traders’ stores 
vply im those States where tbe sule of sach liquors 
is prehibited by law. The appropriation of $100, 
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000 for canteen buildings, gymnasiums, drill halls 
and gun sheds, is reduced to 000. 

The differences existing between the two Houses 
on the Army Appropriation bill have been adjust- 
ed, and that measure is now ready for the signature 
of the President. Several compromises were made 
before an egreement was reached. 

The session of the House Military Committee on 
May 27tb was devoted to the consideration of pri- 
vate desertion bills, 

)o date has yet been set for bearings in the staff 
reorganization bill, and, as intimated last week, the 
subject will probably be allowed to go over until 
DeXt session, 

Ata brief session of the House Naval Committee 
on May 27 favorable action was tsken on the biil 
whicb recently passed the Senate giving Rear Ad- 
miral Jouectt the full psy of rear admiral on the re- 
tired list. The Senate amendments to the Naval 
Appropriation bill were considered and all tbe im- 
portant ones disagreed to and a confereace arked. 

Toe Committee on the Library, to whom House 
bill 7709 was referred, providing for the e:ectioa of 
a Monument to the division of regulars on the bat- 
tlefield of Gettysburg, beg leave to report that the 
division of regulars, which rendered such valuable 
service ip the great three days’ contest at this pivot 
of the war, is entitled to the same generous coo- 
sideration from the bands of the Federal Guvern- 
ment, whose direct soldiers they were, as has been 
accorded to the volunteers of the several States, 
and theretore report back the resolution with the 
upanimous recommendation that it do pasa. 

The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was 
referred the bill (H. R. 10103, to prevent the dese- 
cration of the United Staces flag, having bad the 
same under consideration, report as follows: 

The flag of our country is the symbol of our national ex- 
istence, power, and sovereignty. It is tbe embiem of free- 
dom and ¢quolity and representative of the giory of tbe 
American name. It isa remioger of American iortitude, 
courage, aod bermsm, and of the sufferiug and sacrifices on 
land and sea which have been enourea for ite preservation 
and for the preservation of the country it representa. Lt is 
the shield and protection of the citizen at bome aad abroad, 
and should be bonored and by every American 
who isa lover of his country. It should be bela a thing 
s.cred,and to deface, disfigure, or prostitute it to the pur- 
poses of advertising should be held to be a crime against 
the vation and be punished assuch. We therefore favor 
the proposition of the accompanying bill, but offer in leu

WE understand that a board of officers will 
shortly be appointed to consider amendments to 
the Navy Regulations. Commander Royal B. 
Bradford is pow engaged in revising the old regu- 
lations to conform to the amendments made since 
they were last issued, and as soon as he has com- 
pleted that part of the work a board, as stated, 
will be appointed to consider and perfect a new set 
of regulations. Each of the several corps of the 
Navy will be represented in the board. 








THE Army asa whole seems well pleased with 
Secretary of War Proctor’s amendment of par. 387, 
A. R., 1889, emphasizing and to some extent am- 
plifying the restrictions upon the length of details 
for staff duty. When first established the rule did 
pot take well, but, we infer, the past experience of 
it has been fairly satisfactory.

LorpD GEORGE HAMILTON, 1st Lord of the Admi- 
ralty, ina recent speech said: ‘* The modern ship 
of war from year to year more and more resembles 
a great store house of ingenious mechanism and of 
deadly compounds. If, then, the modern ship of 
war is to be an effective fighting instrument, it is 
absolu‘ely essential that our naval officers should 
go through such a course of training as will ena- 
ble them to use both with confidence and with en- 
ergy the new weapons which are placed in their 
hands. [tis necessary for us to endeavor to estab- 
lish such a system of training and education as will 
give both officers and men adequate knowledge of 
the duties they are called upon to perform. The 
one fact vhich the recent naval mancuvres have 
brought (> zotice is that no general training, how- 
ever excellent, can compensate for the want of in- 
dividual knowledge of the ship which has to be 
managed, of the gun which has to be trained, of the 
machine which has to be used in time of emer- 
gency.” 

We doubt whether naval officers themselves 
yet realize how completely the conditions of 
warfare at sea, so far as ships are concerned, are 
being € \anged by the vast advance in the depart- 
ments :f engineering and mechanics which 
compe the introduction of new methods in all 
pursuite Itis persistent training that fits men to 
manage t.e complex machinery of industrial pur- 
suits, and nothing else will suffice. Our officers, 
however intelligent they may be, and theoretically 
fitted for the practice of their profession, will grow 
rusty and useless unless they are kept in some way 
constantly under the strain of practice. For our 
Service we, therefore, favor the multiplication of 
small vessels rather than concentration upon a few 
large vessels. The business of building up our Navy 
always has been, and, we presume, always will be 
done after a piecemeal and haphazard fashion. 
What we should first seek for, then, is a sufficient 
number of vessels to give as many officers as possi- 
ble independent commands. A bright officer will 
gain more in personal development by commanding 
a torpedo boat than by holding some subordinate 
position in a battle ship. The tendency of great 
ships is to destroy individuality, as it does in great 
manufacturing establishments, and to make men 
the servants instead of the masters of machinery. 
In war the individual factor counts for much, 
and, other conditions being fairly equalized, the 
Service that has at its command the largest number 
of bold, independent spirits, trained to promptness 
in action and dependence upon themselves, will 
have the advantage. Such a training does not ne- 
cessitate a neglect of that upon which Lord George 
lays such stress. 








GENERAL Orders No. 53, shortly to be issued 
from Army Headquarters, makes several changes 
in paragraphs 1775, 1779 and 1793, in regard to 
forage caps, shoulder knots and overcoats, the 
most important of which prescribe a new design for 
the shoulder knot of officers of the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s and Judge Advocate General’s Departments. 
That for the inspectors calls for sword and fasces 
crossed, according to pattern in office of Inspector 
General’s Department, in place of the silver shield. 
This same insignia is to appear on the front of the 
forage cap to be worn by inspectors. The design 
forthe judge advocates has not yet been deter- 
mined upon. The amendments to thg paragraph in 
regard to overcoats for general officers makes no 
change in the present pattern, but describes it more 
in detail for the information of the tailor rather 
than the officer. 








A PETITION is being circulated in the Army for 
signatures of officers and addressed to the Military 
Committees of the Senate and the House, through 
the Secretary of War, requesting that the number 
of appointments at large to the U.S. Military 
Academy be increased to twenty per annum, and 
that such appointments be restricted to the sons of 
Army officers and soldiers, and to the lineal de- 
scendants of officers of the volunteer forces of the 
late war, in such proportion as may seem just. The 
petitioners ‘‘ submit that the number of appoint- 
ments is a practical exclusion of the sons of Army 
officers from the military profession. In all other 
pations there are special schools for officers’ sons, 
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and they have exceptional opportunities of follow- 
ing their fathers’ profession; it is believed that ex 

perience shows that asaclass they make excep- 
tionally valuable officers.” They also represent 
that Army officers are debarred from civil pursuits, 
and are therefore without those facilities for start- 
ing their sons in life that all fathers naturally seek. 
The proposed enlargement of ‘‘appointments at 
large” would tend to lessen this disability, and is 
believed to be an act of justice that will likewise 
tenefit the country. This petition is the result of 
an article which appeared in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL under the heading of ‘ An Injustice to 
the Army,” signed W.E. M. The justice of the 
request made in the petition is obvious, and we 
hope to see 1t granted.

ParRK BENJAMIN, Ph. D., late an officer of the 
Navy, makes an incursion into his old profession in 
an article in Harper's Magazine for June on “Range 
Finding at Sea by Electricity.” Mr. Benjamin 
says: ‘Up to the present time at least the gun at 
sea has always been fired at objects at unknown dis- 
tances simply because there has been no trustworthy 
means of finding this distance out.” If Mr. Benja- 
min will turn to a report signed by ten members of 
the American Institute in the year 1844, just about 
the time the world was honored by his introduction 
into it, he will find these learned gentlemen describ- 
ing as in actual use in the U.S. Navy “an instrument 
to measure distances by which the requisite elevation 
to be given to the gun may beinstantly determined.”’ 
He will find a naval officer saying, at the same 
time, in an official report to the Navy Depart- 
ment of the vessel he commanded: “ Lhe distance 
to which her guns can throw their shot at any 
necessary angle of elevation bas been ascertained 
by a series of careful experiments. The distance 
from the ship to any object is readily ascertained 
witb an instrument on board contrived for that pur- 
pose by an observation which it requires but an in- 
stant to make,and by inspection without calcula- 
tion.”” As Mr. Bepjamin’s purpose is to show the 
importance of the automatic range-finder it will be 
well for him to tell us why it was rejected efter 
being introduced into our Navy nearly half a cen- 
tury ago. 

What he says of the Fiske range-finder is equally 
true of the one disearded after trial. ‘The measure- 
ment is made instantaneously and automatically, 
and without calculations of any sort,and whether 
the object be moving or stationary.’’ ‘The appar- 
atus is by no means complicated.” It * eliminatss 
all calculations and finds the range automatically. 
A base line fixed once for all on the sbipis the 
known side of the imaginary triangle.”’ The officer 
at the scale has nothing to do but watch the pointer 
and read the range at once and as often as he 
chooses, and then convey the information in any 
way to the men at the guns.” ** The whole operation 
of measuring the range isthe work of a few sec- 
onds.” “It has no mirrors or delicate parts liable 
to be broken or disturbed by the concussion of 
heavy guns.”’ The reflector used in the earlier in- 
strument is the ordinary reflector, such as is used im 
quadrants. 

The merits of the earlier range-finder were certi- 
fied to by its use in our Navy, by the approval of 
the Committee of the American Institute,and by 
the award of a prize medal by the London Exhi- 
bition of 1852, after a practical trial of the instru- 
ment for eight years. Why then was it rejected? 
Was it because of some difficulty inherent in the use 
of any range-finder, at least in its use by naval offi- 
cers? It seems tous that these are questions Mr. 
Benjamin will do well to answer, and we shall take 
pleasure in publisbing the resalt of the inquiries 
leading bim to the conclusion that the Fiske range- 
finder is the only one that has eliminated the ele- 
ment of guess work. We do not wish to be under- 
stood as questioning anything that is said to the 
credit of the excellent instrument designed by 
Lieutenant Fiske, which is most ingenious and com- 
plete and does the highest honor to its talented in- 
ventor. But “there were soldiers before Agamem- 
non.” 








Tue efforts of the private gunmakers to defeat 
the item in the Fortification bill, as it came from 
the House, appropriating about one million dollars 
for the completion of Watervliet Arsenal, and to 
secure an appropriation for the manufacture of 
guns by contract, have prevailed; that is as far as 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations is con- 
cerned. They reported the bill to the Senate ‘May 
28. As reported by them the items for the comple- 
tion of the gun factory are stricken out and pro- 


Vision is wade to the extent of nearly $4,000,000 for 


the manufacture of heavy guns, carriages, etc., 
by contract. The amendments in detail are 
as follows: An item of $20,000 for machine 
guns of musket calibre and American manu- 
facture is added. The appropriation of $250,000 
for cast-iron, hooped with steel, mortars is increased 
to $400,000. and a proviso invluded allowing one 
fourth of the mortars to be constructed by con 

tract on the Pacifie slope. ‘The provision ap- 
pointing a board to inquire into the advisa- 
bility of establishing a gun foundry at Rock 
Island, Ill., and at Benicia Arsenal, Cal., is so 
amended as to make. the board consist of 
one engineer officer, one artillery officer and one 
ordnance officer not below the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel, and by inserting the “ Pacific Slope’’ in lieu 
of “‘ Benicia Arsenal.”” The new provisions require 
that contracts be invited for the manufacture (fin- 
ishing and assembling) of 8 inch, 10 inch, anJ 12 inch 
steel seacoast guns from forgings, and if private 
parties shall offer to finish and deliver any of such 
guns in proper condition for use as completed guns, 
at aprice fair to the Government, the necessary 
contracts shall be entered mto for that purpose: 
Provided, That the finishing and assembling of not 
over 50 per centum of each calibre of such forgings 
shall be thus contracted for. 








Most unpleasant reports come from Tucson, Ari- 
zona, concerning the court martial ordered to con 
vene there on June 10th. It promises to be one of 
the most important trials for years, as no less than 
four officers are subject to charges. The case of 
Captain Alonzo E. Miltimore, A. Q. M., is the more 
ser ous. Tbe charges, made after a full investiga- 
tion into the circumstances, allege that he rented 
his own property to the Government for office pur- 
poses for several times what the same quarters 
could have been obtained elsewhere; that he signed 
vouchers for the payment of this rental, made out 
in the name of one of bis clerks, for the purpose of 
covering up the transaction; that he included the 
name of his wife on the pay rolls as clerk at $100 
per month, and his servant as janitor at $40, with 
out any evidence to show that either of them per- 
formed any service for the Government. The 
certificates to cover up these items also 
figure largely in the specifications against hivo. 
The other officers to be tried after the Court has 
gotten through with Captain Miltimore are Major 
A. 8. Kimball, Chief Q. M., Department of Arizona; 
Majors A. S. Towar and J. W. Wham, Pay Depart 
ment. The charges against the two paymasters also 
relate rothe bire of quarters. It is reported that 
they entered into an agreement with their landlords 
to rent a small portion of their private quarters for 
a sum almost sufficient to pay forall the quarters, 
thus giving them rent practically free and, in addi- 
tion, the regular allowance tor quarters. Major 
Kimball is charged with neglect of duty in not pre 
venting the transactions alleged. Transactions con- 
nected with Captain Miultimore’s administration of 
affairs in St. Louis some years ago and of the most 
compromising character bave been brought to light. 
It is said that the Treasury will shortly institute suit 
against the person who was 1n collusion with Cap- 
tain Miltimore at the time to recover the amount of 
the vouchers involved, nearly $50,000, it is stated. 








Tue officers of the 4th Cavalry, in their petition 
to Congress in opposition to the system of lineal

Asa rule, the regiments which endure the greatest hard- 
ships have the best promotion, and it would seem that the 
officers who survive those bardships are justly entitled to 
this reward. Many officers seriously injure their health 
duricg Indian campaigns, and should not, during the short 
period before their death or retirement tor disability. be 
denied the enjoyment of what little promotion their services 
may have earned. who are fortunate enough to pass 
through a severe engagement without being killed, ratur- 
ally feel that the officers of other regiments, who ran none 
ot the risks, are not entitled to prcersien to fill the vacan- 
cies caused by the dangers which they themselves have 
faced. To be sure, there is not a great 
time ot peace,” but there is plenty of wearing service 
on the frontier, and armies are maintained, because, what- 
ever may be their hope, all men know that peace x not 
be everlasting. Noone would think of imposing “ lineal 
promotion ” upon anarmy in time of war, and yet, if such a 
measure were passed, when the next war ks out, a regi- 
ment may bave half its officers killed and the vacancies 
filled from other regiments that have never been in an en- 


gagement. 

General Schofield, in his remarks on the above, 
says:

DEATH OF GENERAL DAVIS. 
General A. Baird, U. 8. Army: 


My DEAR GENERAL: When the death of Gen.N. H. 
Davis, late inspector-Geveral, U. 8S. A., was an- 
nounced I went to New York, expecting tu take 
part in the funeral with impressive military honors, 
What was my astonishment to fiod that the body 
had immediately been sent to an obscure shop of an 
undertaker in 8th avenue near 33d street. where it 
lay for about 24 hours, when his nephews, who had 
been telegraphed, took the remains home to Wor- 
cester or Oxford. No guard of honor, pot a uniform 
present, no service. I do not remember the exact 
wording of the Regulations in regard to funeral 
ceremonies; but, admitting that a techpical con- 
struction might not cover this case and that retired 
officers are without the pale of the Army, except 
for trial by Cou’ t-martial, one would bave thought 
that the respect and a em? for such a promin- 
ent officer, who bad served so long, and died at that 
headquarters, in the office of an old friend, would 
bave been a sufficient incentive to harbor his re- 
mains for one day,to have them prepared in the 
mortuary room of the hospital, and exposed in the 
chapel, and a military escort accorded, when tran- 
sported to the boat. 

There bave been otber cases of apparent neglect 
in according due honors to the dead of the Army I 
believe, but as this one is most marked und pertains 
to a high official in your corps, | thought proper to 
write you about it, aud obtain your opinion io the 
matter. 

Do tbe Regulations and traditions of the Army, in 
such cases, have no application to retired officers, 
especially those who die at, or near, a military post / 
I thought of asking the Adjutant-General for an offi- 
cial opinion which might govern ia such cases, but I 
prefer to consult you first, as your opinion would 
have great weight. 

Gen. Davis was my esteemed friend, and I[ had 
been visiting with bim but a few days before he 
died. Wecame home fron Paris together in La 
Bretagne last November.

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DEBATE ON NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


AFTER three days of discussion, pro and con, upon 
the questions of building battleships and of open- 
ing of certain of the Navy-yards for repairing ships, 
the Senate on Monday passed the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill, and that measure now goes to a Confer 
ence Committee for an adjustment of differences 
existing between thetwo Houses. The Senate agreed 
to all the amendments recommended by the Com- 
mittee, except those striking out the provisions 
adopted by the House, appropriating $50,000 each 
for improving the plantsand alike sum for new 
buildings at the Portsmouth and Boston Navy- 
yards, and additional amendments were mae ap- 
propriatiog $50.0C0 for improving the plant at the 
League Island Navy-vard ; appropriating $200 000 to 
begin work oo a $500 000 timber dock at Port Royal, 
8S. C.; appropriating $10,000 for the expenses of a 
board consisting of two naval officers, one Army 
officer and two civilians, to select a site for a naval 
drydock on the Pacific Slope, and appropriating 
$6,500 for rebuilding wharf at New London, Conn. 
Tbese and the following other amendments, adopted 
on recommendation of the Committee, are to be ad- 
justed in conference : 

For testing armor plates for reception of tests of modern 
projectiles, $50,000; tor connecting new pumps with old 
drydock at Norfoth, $15,000; for extending launching ways, 
etc., at New York and Norfolk Yards, $13,000; for complet- 
ine repairs to sceciional drydock at Mare [siand, $15,000; for 
extra tools at Mare Island, $60,170 (the House appropriated 
$40,000); for extra tools, etc., at Brooklyn, $100,000 (the 
House appropriated $50.000); tor purchase of land to open 
strectto Naval Academy grounds, $38,500; for ex peuses of 
arranging, classifying, consolidating end cataloguing sup- 
plies for the Navy and providing that all supp'ies shall be 
purchased for the Navy and not for any particular bureau, 
——_——; for one swilt torpedo cruiser of about 750 tons and 
23 knots speed, to cost $350.000, and ope torpedo boat, 
$125.000. The Serate also cbunged the phraseology of the 
provision for an Ericsson suhmarine gun so as to leave the 
name of the inventor out. The provision as adopted by the 
Senate reads as follows: ‘“*To enable the Secretary of the 
Navy to manufacture and experimentally test, under rules 
and conditions to be prescri by bim, a submarine gun 
and projectiles for the «ame, $30,000; and for testing tor- 
pedoes, $20,000; in al), $50,000." 

We take the extracts which follow from the re 
marks of different Senators during the debate: 


Mr. Hawley.—The Government is pursuing precisely the 
right policy as to building ships. It 13 encouraging private 
yards to investin a great plant, and employ the skilful 
workmen necessary for building our biggest and best ships. 
It iserecuragwe¢ private parties to build great guns for 
us, or the essential purts of them, to invest millions of dol- 
lars in them; but at the same time it is wisely, quite wisely, 
preparing or putting some of its own yards into condition so 
that they also can build some of the great sbips; that we 
may not be left helpless: and that we may bave some power 
within our own bands of competiog with private parties in 
case they may be exorbitant and unjust. 

The Senator says be1s notatfraid of war. Well, Iam. I bave 
seen it, and that is the reason, perbaps, why I am afraid of it. 
As forthe isea that we are in no danger of warand way never 
bave one, there is nothing ino all history to justify any such 
observation. 

It will take just 48 bourse fora British fleet to come from 
Halifax throuzh Long Island Sound aod down to Sandy 
Hook and effectually bottie up the commerce of that great 
city, including the navy-yard—so effectually bottle it up 
that they could pot get out with anything but a submarine 
vessel or something of that kind. 

You can not say they will pot dotbisthing. They will say 
* you shall.” You cannot say, “ We shall not submit to so 
and so,”” because they will ask you “ what are you going to 
do about it?" You will find some time or other, gentiemen, 
IT am afraid—it may be one, it may be ten, or it may be 
fifteen yeurs hence—tbat you may be in the condition of the 
Westerner who was askea it he had ever needed a rifle or a 
pistol, and to know whether it was well to carry one. “ No, 
I do not know tbat Iever needed one, but when I should 
need one [ would need it awfully bad.” 

I do not know what our chances of fighting are, but I say 
in the first place thet you can not negotiate without having 
some weapors of offence and defence; and in the second 
place, to declare absolutely and lightly and flippantly that 
there never will be any war again is to trample upon all his- 
tory and to exhibit wbat [think is a lamentable lack of 
common sense. 

The gentleman is mistaken if be thinks the teachings of 
Scripture are in any respect against patriotism or munli- 
ness, or the resenting of wrong or the punishment of 
wropg. I will remmd bimof a fact that ali through the 
New Testament, and I need not refer to the Old ment 
in this connection, but take the language which is used in 
the New Tc stament, and be will find no finer compliment 
was ever paid to a man, nota follower of Christ, than is 
paid to the Roman centurion, who said: “ For [am a map 
under authority, baving suldiers under me: and I say to 
this man, Go, and he goeth; and to another, Come, and he 
cometh: and to my servant, Do this, and he doeth it.” 

And the Saviour said: “I bave not found so great faith, 
no, not in Israel.” 

Nor will the Senator find anywhere in the New Testament 
a condemnation of the profession of arms. 


Mr. McPherson.—Since this administration came ipto 
power the present Secretary of the Navy has called to his 
aidan advisory board, and called a policy board—not the 


officers of the Navy who were qualified by long experience 
and ability, proveu ability, to speak in these matters, but a 
board of naval officers of whom the bighest in rank was a 
commodore, running down to th? youngest, the most inex- 
perienced officer in the Navv,in the construction depart- 
ment. They proposed to the Government and to the Von- 
gress of the United States tostarta new naval establish- 
ment. the cost of which in the aggregate will exceed 
$220,/00 0.0, running over a period of several years, the most 
extravagunt and foolish scheme that wasever beard of by 
any Duation or any people since the world began. It waa prv- 
posed to depart trom the long-time policy of this Govern- 
ment witb respect to its naval increase. 

The policy pursued under the Arthur administration is 
not to be continued. That — was to build or complete 
the old turreted monitors that had been for years lying 
idle in the sbip-yards, and that was done upon the recom. 
mencation of such officers as Commodore Shufeldt and 
others of bigh grade in the naval service, officers of the 
largest experie: ce and the greatest ability. The policy-was 
toe seme under the administration of President Cleveland, 
when Mr. Whitney was Secretary of the Navy. He did not 
recommend the building of useless battlesbips. He pro- 
posed that we should build crunsers and harbor-delence veer- 
sels, and three of the letter were ordered built under M’, 
Whitney’s administration. lt was thought that with the 
fleetest cruisers upon the high seas, and the most invincible 
agents to stand guard at our ports, therein the true naval 
panes of the Repubiic would find culmination and gain the 

best bonor. 

ut now it is proposed to enter upon the greatest scheme 
of mad extravagance that | ever witnessed. $290.000 000, 
so say the Policy Board, sbail be expended upon a psval es- 
tablishment, covering a period of some 12 or 14 years! And 
how co you propose to expend nm? You propose to take 
$170.000.000 or $180.000,C00 of that sum to buiid—what? Not 
cruisers, not Ccexst-cefepce vessels tor the purpose of prce 
tecting our defeoceless cities and towns on the Atlantic 
seaboard, for the protection of the property of the coun- 
try, but to build immense battleships. You require your 


abips to be built ip American ship-yards, of American ma- 





terial, and by American labor, but you discard the Ameri 
ean plan of ship pro y Mr. Ericsson, and in lieu of 
thut you build the broadside ironclad of England. You 
prepose to build a ship such as the three ships that this bill 
carries, which can scarcely enter a seaport upon the Atlantic 
coast at mean tide. 

Mr. Gorman.—If we are to abandon that policy of en- 
couraging private enterprise, as the vote of the Senate 
seems to indicate, let it appear, let it plainly appear, tha 
the great party which bas the majority in both branches of 
Congress bave deliberately entered upon a scheme of re- 
ovening these yards to run as great Government 
machines, and that they bave abandoned the policy which 
both the great parties four years ago agreed was necessary 
and in the interest of the whole country. 

I am glad to see that the present Secretary of the Navy is 
utterly opposed to reopening the Portsmouth yard, the 
Boston yard, the Pensacola yard, and all the otbers which 
have been practically closed, and believes in the policy of 
only maintaining the yards at Norfolk and New York for 
purpose of construction, and giving the balance of the 
work of the construction of these great ships that we are 
providing for in this bill to private enterprise. 

To-day the difference is only about <0 per cent. of the cost 
of construction between our country and Engiand, but if 
your navy-yards are to be opened, if weare to begin anew 
the organizition at seven or eight points of the country to 
maintain Government yards trom one end of the year to 
the.other with expensive estabiishments, run as these naval 
establishments aga | are, tbat is the end of appropria- 
tions if tre party now in the minority shal! again, as I be- 
lieve it wil!, soon control the other branch of Congress. 


Mr. Blair ssid of the proposition to appropriate for the 
Portsmouth Yard: There is nothing peculiar about it. The 
opposition is peculiar, and I denounce the spirit and motive 
of the opposition to tbis clause as that of the monopolistic 
contractor influence of tbe country, which is determined to 
spoil the navy-yards of the country for its own use in order 
that in the future it may bleed the Treasury at its own op- 
tion in the construction of the Navy that is to come. 

lf other nations bave powerful fighting ships, and they 
can get them across the wuter, we sball bave to meet them 
with like vessels or by superior and more efficient inven- 
tions, which perbaps we shall huve. I can not say in regard 
tothat. If ten years ago,if eight vears ego, when I was 
Struggling bere that the ideas of Ericsson, the inventor, 
might be taken up by this same Committee on Appropria- 
tions, if then they bud built us a few of these sunmarine 
guns and Destroyers at $150,000 or $200,000 apiece, and we had 
20 of them to-day, we cuuld apnibilate ail the navies of the 
globe. T imagine that there will be appropriations for the 
construction of vessels like the Destroyer and the Cushing 
and other naval means of utilizing these new and trewenu- 
ous explosives which the progress of science and art has de- 
veloped for use in killing one another. 

Mr. President, there is quite a question still involved bee 
tween the line-of- battle ships and otber methods of defence. 
It is a question which is ircapable of elucidation in a single 
day of debate. The Navy is not united upon this question, 
and I hola in my band an articie trom the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL containing testimony from strong ana able and, 
as 1 understand them to be, very able naval officers bearing 
directly upon this question of the proper form of naval 
armament for us to construct for the purvoses that the 


‘United States should seek to carry out if :be is to build a 


Navy at all. 

Mr. Call.—I can see no possible reason why these navy- 
yards should not be refitted, why they should not be leased 
to the mecbanics of the country who are able to make com- 


bivations and obtain the credit necessary for the construc- 
tion of these vessels; and why the work should be confined 
to a few large capitalists who have the means to operate 
yards for the construction of sbips, | can not see. itha 
little aid, each of these navy yards can be rebubilitated and 
made equal to every necessity in the construction of vessels. 


Mr. Reagan.—That is al! I desire to say, simply that I wart 
to see a respectable navy built up, I want to see the money 


that is used applied to that purpose, and not distributed 
about in patches to answer local convenience or to supply 
local patronage. 

Mr. Hoar proposed an amevdment, of which he said: **Tbhe 
object of this amendment is to provide for carrying into 
effect a plan for baving a naval militia which shal! maintain 


recisely the same relation to the Navy as the present mil- 
tia of the United States maintains to the Regular Army. It 
provides for an appropriation of $50,000, which shall be ex- 
pended in furcnisbing armsand traioiog-ships for such naval 
militia as shall be raised and maintained by the States re- 
spectively. The whole cost of uniforming and supporting 
and paving these bodies of seamen will be provided for by 
the States who come into this scheme. I tbink no careful 
student of the history of this country will doubt that i7 we 
had bad a decently equipped navy in proportion to our na- 
tional strength, whicu was then not very great, in the year 
previous to the war of 1812, we never should have bad that 
war. It England bad known, when the Leopard sank the 
Chesapeake and when she set up that most outrageous pre- 
tence of aright tosearch all our ships and seize any mano 
whom ap) little British midshipman might think or say be 
thought was aa Engish subject, anc take bim forcibly out of 
the ship where he was serviog—if she had known the ouva! 
strength which we afterwards deveioped. she never would 
bave inflicted either o! these outrages which drove us so re- 
luctantly into the war of 1812. 

|The Chesapeake was captured, not sunk, June 1, 1813.) 


Mr. Cockrell.—Our greatest strength is in our financial 
condition. We could afford to wage a war against any na- 
tion, or in fact agaiust combined vations, for such a length 


of time as would put them in eternal bankruptcy, and yet 
we would not suffer fromit. Our financial condition is the 
strorgest power we have,and 1s one that will always be taken 
into account by any nation before it seeksa quarrel and 
cause of war between itself and the United States. At that 
time, when the United States did not have in the estimation 
ot the world one-tenth the strevgth it possesses to-day as a 
great military and naval wer, England, the greatest na- 
val power in the world, cheerfully anu gladiy resorted to 
arbitration to settle the disputes between 4s, 

Why, then, shail we, at enormous expense, go around 
among the nations of the earth prepared for war, like an in- 
cividual. with a bowie knife and two revolvers buckled 
around bim, tantalizing any on+ to attack bim? Is that the 
position forthe greatest republic on earth to occupy with 
respect to the nations of the world? Certainly not. 

e need no battlesbips. We need the kind of vessels we 
bave to-day, the fast cruisers. They are all the battleships 
we need, and we need them simply because some halt.civil- 
ized communi i ders, or people in other places, may 
bot have realized and understood the strength and power of 
this Government, and may offer indignities to our citizens 
or to our flag. Those vesseisare sufficient to goto such 
places and demand and secure reparation, and that is all 
that we shall ever need them. 

No nation can afford to go into a war With the United 
States, possessing ber resources and her power, and no na- 
tiov will doit. We have no feuarvof any nation attemptiug 
to provoke the United States to war. No nation bas any in- 
terest in baving a war with the United States, and the 
Pan States bas no interest in having a war with any na- 

on. 

Mr. Reagan.—The nation that will bind itself by the rules 
of absolute right ad make itself defeneeless becauze war is 
wrong is a foolish netion. China bas many times more 

opulatiop than the Unned States bas, and yet Great 
Britain, or Germany, or France,any one of them, can dictate 

to ber any terme they please. Why Because they are 
prepared Py great aavel armaments and great armiesto en- 








force their demand by power, not by moral persuasion, not 
by the rulesof right, but to enforce the demaads that their 
cupidity may induce them to attempt to enforce. The ve: 
fact of our great wealth, if we leave ourselves undefended, 
would he but to iovite aggressions by the strong powers of 
the world. 

Mr. Stewart.—We say we have a moral power, but the 
vations of the earth respect physical power. They have not 
got past the point,.of respecting physical power. Moral 
power with physical power bebind it is very persuasive ; 
but look at the hucdreds of millions that England contro!s 
and make slaves of. The moral power of bundreds of mil- 
lions amounts to nothing without physi-al power. 

No, tbe need of the bour is a sufficient navy and coast 
defences to place the United States in a position of safety 
and give to the United States the position morally that sbe 
has physically if her physical force conid he exerted. Then 
you meet the demands of the hour. Then you meet the 
aspirations of every American citizen. Let this question be 
discussed anywhere bet ween the two oceans, and every man 
in every audience will throw up his bat for a navy sufficient 
to protect the old flag and make it respectable if need be.

On Saturday evening. May 24,a battalion from this regi- 
ment, com of Co. K, with details trom Cos. G and B, 
under command of Capt. Luscomb, marched out fora tour 
of duty at the Prospect Park Paraade Ground, Brookiyo. 

The force was divided into two commands, under Ist 
Lieut. Roe and Ist Lieut. Rodgers. 

When near the plaza, the enemy was reported to be in oc- 
cupation at the east side park lands. 

Oapt. Luscomb sent forward the arst company, deployed 
as skirmishers. The enemy's pickets were driven in and 
upon the advance of the skirmish line the nostiles were 
discovered in force on the bluff at Underhill avenue. 

The second company was ordered up and deployed in dou- 
ble time, reinforced the first skirmish line and a heavy fire 
was opened from the high ground on the otber side of the 
avenue, Trumpets sounded “ cease firing,” * forward, dou- 
bie time, marcb,” and the men charged down into the defile 
and up to the bluff, driving the enemy to New York. 
The flank having been thus chased, the co = reformed, 
and with advance and reat guard, matched throug 
atk to the parade grotind, which was reac t 
about 8 Pp. M. The camp guard was immediately estab- 
lished and the pickets marched. 

Three picket posts avd three cossack ts, or detached 
posts of four men each, were established, and the front to- 
ward the enemy, extending about two mules, completely 
covered by the picket sentinels.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Dr. Joel G. Justin made another trial of his 
method of firing dynamite with powder at Perry- 
ville, N. Y., on Tuesday last. The gun exploded on 
the first fire, sending its fragments flying in all di- 
rections, many of the spectators, according to the 
accounts, narrowly escapiog with their lives. One 
thousand spectators are said to have been present. 
One account says: * Dr. Justin had nearly reached 
a tree fifty feet behind the gun, when the gun was 
in a thousand pieces, flying in theair. He looked 
around and exclaimed ‘Good gracious!’ He was 
the coolest man in the crowd, and was pleased to 
find that nobody was burt. Dr. Justin's wife was 
about 200 feet behind the gun with her friends, and 
she fainted when the explosion came. A large piece 
of the cannon, weighing cver 500 pounds, nearly 
struck Dr. Justin. Hundreds of otber similar oc- 
currences are related.” Dr. Justin may well ex- 
press his satisfaction. A man who will conduct ex- 
periments with dynamite in the midst of such a 
crowd should be indicted for manslaughter it any 
one is killed and he himself survives. Among*those 
present were Yung Wing, ex-Commiesioner of Edu- 
cation for China; Lieut. Davidson, of Fort Ontario, 
Oswego; Lieut. Comdr. Washburn Maynard, of 
Washington. D. C., and Comdr. Theodore &. Jewell, 
of the U. S. Naval Station, Newport, R. 1. Dr. Jus- 
tin loaded six shells. The shell that burst the gun 
weighed 273 pounds without theexplosive. The dy- 
namite weighed 1644 pounds, making the total 
weight 289:¢ pounds. About three o’clock two men 
reached the gun with the shell, with Dr. Justin fol. 
lowing with thirty pounds of powder for the 
charge. In a short time the gun was loaded. Dr. 
Justin gave the warning. He lit the fuse, exclaim- 
ing, “Fire!” so all could hear, and ran only about 
fitty feet from the gun when it exploded. Nobody 
was seriously injured. One man was struck on the 
chin by a small piece of the steel shell, and another 
was struck on the neck. Dr. Justin said that he 
still believes his invention will be successful, and 
that he will give another trial as soon as he can get 
another gup. He willmake the shells somewhat 
heavier and with metal free from blow holes. But 
the authorities should interfere to prevent such a 
public exhibition of this test. We should be giad to 
ses Dr. Justin’s experiments conducted to a success- 
ful conclusion, but he should understand that ex- 








perimenting with high explosives is not a circus 
performance. 


A despatch from Middlesborougb, May 27, says* 
‘“ Arrangements were completed May 27 with the 
South Boston lron Works for the establishment in 
Middlesborough of a branch factory to make heavy 
ordnance, pneumatic gun carriages, chilled steel 
projectiles and heavy armament for the Govern- 
ment. Five hundred men will be employed in the 
new works, and the plant will cost over $500,000.” 





The Court of Claims makes public the decision in 
the case of the Berdan Firearms Manufacturing 
Company against the United States. The question 
involved has been before the court in one torm or 
apother for eighteen years, and the court concludes 
that the Government is using, in the Springfield 
gun, the ejector device invented by Gen. Berdan 
and covered by letters patent. 





In a discussion before the [ron and Steel Institute, 
of the Robert Bessemer Process, a member said he 
bad had experience with the metal produced by the 
Robert process, and he found it possessed, as a com- 
mercial point, an advantage over other steels. it 
was that castings produced by it had the property 
of being weldable as easily as wrought iron. He 
had used castings made with this metal in engineer- 
ing practice, and found them very convenient in in- 
tricate parts, as they took the place of forgings 
which might be very difficult to make. Sir Henry 
Bessemer said, however, that there did not appear 
to bea differencein the manuer of working pro- 
posed by Mr. Robert which would be likely to pro- 
duce any very marked results over that which had 
been obtained by the commoner method. 





During firing on H. M. S. Howe, the captain of the 
6 in. gun on the port side of the battery was stand- 
ing too close in the rear of the gun, bending his 
head forward as he pulled the trigger iu firing, 
when the piece recoiled, thefbreech striking him on 
the bridge of his nose, smashing it, and knocking 
him insensible.

Tue discoveries of petroleum in India continue. 
Since the beginning of the year extensive deposits 
have been brought to lightin new districts near 
Quetta, in several  pinoss close to the Kbyber Pass, 
in the Punjab, and again in Upper Burmah, quite 
remote from the well-known vil fields at Yenang- 
young. 


In his recent paper, Mr. White, Chief Constructor 
of the British Navy, ealled attention to the fact 
that the armor-clad construction of the French 
Navy come almost to a standetil) while money had 
been spent and every effort made to complete swift 
cruisers. Sir George Eiliott proposes to invite ten- 
ders for a 25-knot cruiser, and cruisers of 13,000 tons 
displacement are suggested. 


In the case of Col. Mitchell, R. E., in the Court of 
Appeal, the learned judges held that all engage- 
ments between those io the military service of the 
Crown and the Crown were eee on the part 
of the Crown, and gave no remedial law in respect 
of any breach thereof.
